In the RSC/Ron Guth CC Series in Penny-Wise in 1982 through 1984, 
they describe the CC of the 1803 C4 on page 358 in 1984. Ron Guth 
thinks that MY coin is the Alvord:81 that is #4 on that list. 

Breen (for the 1803 C4) has the above coin as his #3 AND #4. 

I do not have a good plate photo of Alvord:81. Do you have One? 

What happened to this coin after the Braunworth listing in Jan 1981? 

Did you consign this coin to Superior Doc Lee Sale? 

Also in the RSC/RG CC listing, coin #3 - an EF45 is listed as"DCJ 
collection - midwest collector (has scratch on obverse). Who is DCJ? 

Is this the same coin? Are you the midwest collector? 

Bob Grellman calls this piece an "EAC grade net EF45". 

Maybe my coin has a terrific pedigree? If so, I would like to 
complete the chain.

Bob: Well I just couldn't wait. My curiosity got the better of me, so your quest moved up on my list of things to 
do. Too bad for those less interesting chores ! There is some news for you. Breen lists the pedigree for your 
coin as "Col. E. H. R. Green collection: Burdette G. Johnson (St. Louis Stamp and Coin Co.); now in a Missouri 
cabinet. Extremely Fine. Scratched." 

I believe this is quite correct, although not as complete as you would like. I have vivid memories of B. G. 
Johnson from sixty years ago. Between the listing for him and the Missouri cabinet I would insert DCJ and 
possibly one other collector. That accounts for the total chain of ownership up to 1987. In that year, because I 
had acquired most of the Showers collection, including a better 1803 C4,1 traded the Green coin to pay for my 
purchases from the Norweb collection. According to my records, I traded it to Superior, although I have no 
recollection as to why I did so, since the Norweb coins came from Stacks ! And I have no information about the 
coin's travels since 1987. 

Obviously this is not the Anderson-Dupont coin, since it has resided in known hands during all of the 
transactions Breen lists for that one. 

Col. Green could well have acquired the Alvord coin. The timing fits ideally. Unfortunately, my Alvord plates 
are reproductions and not of great quality. The plate of #81 does not show a prominent scratch. It does seem to 
show the following: 1)a flake or pit on the cheek near the chin, 2) seven parallel horizontal streaks of toning from 
the neck to the border at K3, 3) a small carbon spot almost halfway from the lips to the border at K3, 4) some 
slight marks at 3 and 9 o'clock on the 0 of the date, 5) a rather prominent carbon spot between AM on the 
reverse, 6) two other spots between the berry and R of AMERICA and at the top of D of UNITED. If you can see 
several of these on your coin, it must be Alvord. If not, it isn't. Good luck. Let me know how you come out. In 
any case, you have some additional and pleasing pedigree information. Regards, Tett

Bob: Here is some of the pedigree information you asked for, plus a bit more. After a lengthy court fight among 
four states, each of whom wanted to collect the estate taxes (and with lawyers who wanted to collect the fees), 
the Col. Green collection came to Burdette G. Johnson in 1939. Your coin came to DCJ, possibly with an 
intermediate owner, in 1942. It came to The Missouri Cabinet (the name I selected for the collection of half cents) 
in late 1980, December I believe. I traded it to Superior in October of 1987, apparently as a part of a swap 
involving half cents acquired from the Norweb Sale. The early information is second or third hand, but I believe it 
to be accurate. Please keep all of this confidential, as I am sending it to you with that understanding. 

By the way, in your position you should be able to locate a copy of a charming biography of Col. Green and 
his mother, Hetty Green, known as 'The Witch of Wall St." 

The book is called, "The Day They Shook The Plum Tree,” by Arthur H. Lewis, published by Harcourt, Brace in 
1963. It is a fascinating story, well told, and since you now own a piece of that history it should be of special 
interest to you.

Bob: Well I have had a chance to make a first pass through the FPL's you sent me, and it was a great 
experience. It brought back a lot of fond memories. You asked me what I obtained from these FPL's and the 
answer is "Plenty!" 

A) From Bilancia I barely had a hit, buying only the heavily clashed 1833. I don't remember now why there 
were no others, but since I did buy one coin I must have had an opportunity to consider the others. This list 
came after I had bought the Showers collection, so I assume that Bilancia had no missing varieties or upgrades 
for me. 

B) From Smith I bought 3 coins. They were the best of the 1794 C4's, the best of the 1804 C6's, and the 
1831. 

C) The Baltimore Collection is a different story. I did buy ten errors. But someone (Dr. Lee ?) had access 
to the collection before Ron Guth offered them to me. He had cherry-picked many of the most interesting 
errors, particularly those with large cent undertypes and the most dramatic double strikes. You win some and 
you lose some. 

D) Conversely, I had an opportunity to cherry-pick the Blaisdell collection before Bill Raymond published his 
list. I bought 14 coins, most of which were real beauties. In fact, Bill's FPL contains some of my duplicates 
which I traded to him as part of the purchase price. I can positively identify the 1840 and 1844 proofs as having 
been purchased by me from the Spence (Dupont) sale in 1975 and Showers, respectively. There were some 
others, as well. 

E) Roger's 35 year old list really sent me reminiscing. It was the occasion of my first personal contact with 
Roger. He had never heard of me, but decided to trust me with the coins. I bought 33 coins, which really 
launched me into the hunt to complete the variety collection. Highlights would include the 1794 C6, C7, C8, 
1795 C3, 1797 C3c, 1802 Cl, 1805 C2, 1811 Cl 4* break, 1811 Mickley restrike, and the best 1853 and 1854. 
After that the variety list and the friendship grew over the years. 

Thanks very much for the effort you put into the research and for reprinting the lists for me. See you at a 
whist match at EAC.

In a message dated 3/17/2010 10:10:55 P.M. Eastern Daylight Time,^^^^Jh^^H writes: 


Bob: We are all fine. Very fortunate. I am lucky that at 82 nothing hurts me. So many of my 
friends have problems with hips, knees, shoulders, lower back, etc. Even Eric Newman at 99 
is still mentally sharp. He had a colonoscopy and the doctor told him it all looked fine and to 
come back again in five years ! 


I am glad that you and the family (and Eric) are doing so well. It must be in the genes. 

I am only 73 and already have had a bout with prostate cancer. I had "beam radiation" therapy. 
What a process with numerous side effects - but my Doctor says I am now cancer free. 


My second best 1797 3a is struck on a planchet cut from a 1798 large cent SI64 with both 
dates showing fully as well as both fractions. It is EF and probably in the condition census for 
both coins. It is one of my favorites and I wouldn't want to part with it. 


This sounds like a terrific coin and one I also would not sell. It amazes me that sometimes the 
overstrike can be determined, as in this one. What is the pedigree? 

Would it be possible for you to send an email attachment photo of both obverse and reverse? 

The 1795 5b is one we could at least discuss, although I am not eager to part with it, since 
it has the added feature of being somewhat of an error coin with two slight clips. An 
experienced EAC grader described it, "EF 45. Glossy light steel brown with hints of very faded 
mint color in protected areas. The only defects are some tiny planchet chips on both sides, as 
struck. There are mint-made curved planchet clips extending to the dentil roots at K1 to K2 
and K4 to K5. Weight 108.6 grains" 

It is ex Dr. Conway Bolt - Pine Tree Auctions 2/15/75 #551. I note that CQR has a price 
for this grade of $17,500, and if that price doesn't drive you away, let me know. 

Yes, this coin does interest me. Who is the "experienced EAC grader" that described the coin? 
Has it been in your collection since 1975? Could you also send me email with attached photos 
of both the obverse and reverse of this coin? It sounds like a great coin. 

Did the #1 coin of JRM also come from the Dr. Conway Bolt Collection? 

I look forward to seeing this coin. 

I'm looking forward to the match between you and Mike very much. He is virtually 
I complete. 


Mike Demling has a terrific collection and has 98 of the 99 varieties, lacking only the 1794 C6b. 
He beat me by a very wide margin back in August of 2001, but I hope to do better this time. 

I only had 88 varieties at that time compared to his 98 - but now have 92. 

Mike said he has not been doing very much with U.S. Half Cents - he is concentrating 
on his NJ Colonials Collection. I understand it is one of the best.
